Investment advisers to securitized asset funds will not be required to comply with the preferential treatment, restricted activities, quarterly
statement, annual audit, adviser-led secondaries, and recordkeeping requirements of the final rules solely with respect to the securitized asset
funds that they advise.

Time periods begin after the rules are published in the Federal Register.

Including exempt reporting advisers and other advisers who are not registered with the Commission.

Further, an adviser may not charge fees or expenses related to an investigation that results in a sanction for a violation of the Advisers Act or the
related rules.
